Above all, there musl be loyally on the part of (he citizens 


and strict honesty on the part of those who are al the head of 
the fqwn's affairs. The offices must be filled by men working 
for the town, and not "wqrking Ihe town." These ofllcials 
must be selected with reference to their fitness rather than on 
the ground of personal popularity, and musl then be supported 
in their efforts in spite of the fact that it is impossible for them 
to please everybody'. 
There'must be consideration for the 


small business man as well as for Ihose who. 
dperate on a 


larger scale; (here must be a square deal for all. 


To make a town one of advantages something more than 


the adoption of a slogan is necessary. 
The town thai com- 


mands the loyalty of its own citizens by giving them what 
they pay for is the one thai will appeal lo outsiders and allracl 
elements which will add still further lo its growth and progress. 
Every town should strive lo be a "town of advantages," but 
there are right and wrong ways lo go aboul il, and unless Ihe 
right course is pursued the attempt is sure lo be a failure.
